The Free Grunt Embroglio. 

Anotbei' clmpter of (llsiugeiuioiis 
clao-tiap from tlie Governmenli- iacli, 
B;ipcar3 to call for a remark or two. 
And, fir!3t of all, wo suggest the pro- 
priety of allowing the Hkii.u.d to answer 
for itself. Sure wo are that it ^vill not 
thank the hack for speaking for it. 
Surely the controvorsy as to the right 
or wrong of the Governuieiit handbill 
need not have taken sucli a wide iiingL'. 
The iHsue is simply this: In tho be- 
ginning of June it was announced 
throughout California and Nevada that 
"The Government of British Colum- 
bia offers 250 acres of land to each ac- 
tual settler as a perfectly free grant." 
Was that announcement jiistillod, either iu 
point of time or fact, by the Govern 
ment being prepared in the beginning 
of September, or even on the :25th of 
July, as is orronously contended, to 
give free grants of IGO acres and 210 
acres respectively in two of the most 
remote sections of the country ? That's 
the point, aye, or no, were the contents 
of the handbill^true, either in point of 
time or fact? There can be but one 
onswer, — "Untrue on both couTits." 
So, at least, willtho people say; and it 
matters little what the hack says. Ano 
ther attempt is made to place this jour- 
nal in the position of an enemy to the 
cAintry, — traducing it abroad; and it is 
even pretended that what has appeared 
ia our columns on the subject occasiou- 
ed anjarticle which appeared in a re- 
Oaat niunber of the San Francisco Bul. 
ZiBtOT anent this emigration fraud. 
A single extract from the Bulletin's 
artiole will 'odnstitate a sufficient an- 
swer'-te'toeilitter^ Beferring to parties 
who'had; upon the representations of 
these unfortunate handbills, "been in- 
duced' to break up their homes in Cal- 
ifornia to -wob Dame Fortune under 
the Cross of St. George," but who had 
returned to California to tell about the 
deception, the editor says: "They 
ask the Bulletin, as a matter of kind- 
ness and as a duty to those who are de- 
bating the prospect of emigrating, to 
cjjl attention to the fact that the ad- 
vantages of British Columbia onl}' ex- 
'iist in the imagination of the writer of 
the placard and the compiler of the 
book on emigration." The attempt, 
therefore, to make us responsible for 
the Bulletin's article is simply ridicu- 
lous. Far be it from us to desire to 
evade any legitimate responsibility for 
'ha^migtdusQhargedan unpleasant duty; 
nor are we likely to be hurt by the stu- 
pid cry about injui-ing the country,— 
a xny raised by false friends who are 
drawing its life-blood. Suppose we 
had winked at this outrageous fraud re- 
sorted to by the Goremment to draw 
population, and closed our columns 
against the just complaints of its unfor- 
tunate victims, would that have kept 
all knowledge of it covered up ? In 
order to prevent the story ot these peo- 
ple's mongs getting abroad, it would 
have been necessary for the Govern- 
ment to make prisoners of them all, and 
interdict all correspondence. Not hav- 
ing adopted that precaution, they alone 
are responsible for the consequences, 
as well aa for the pause. And that the 
consequences are likely *o be serious, 
indeed, we are free to admit. As near- 
ly as we have been able to make out, 
considerably over one lumdred persons 
came here in the month of July alone 
on, these false representations, all or 
nearly all of whom either crossed over 
to the neighbouring Territory or . re- 
turned to California to cu>"fle the coun- 
try and caution others against British 
Columbia Government swindles. We 
learn through private but perfectly 
reliable sources that the Government 
Agent at San Francisco has experienc- 
ed pretty severe treatment at the hands 
of some of his victims, and tli.-it his 
office is likely to bo made "too \varni" 
for him. To British Columljia the 
blow is, indeed, a severe one, and may 
throw her back a whole decade in so 
far as much-needed population iw ( on- 
rCeroed; for every statement of the 
. 'truth regarding Iier advantages hereaf- 
ter put forth will be more or less nnu- 
tralizod by this ofiicial falsehood. Kc- 
cant events tend to cast doubt ujion 
the expediency of continuing tlio Han 
Francisco agency at a licavy expouso 
to the country. Quito certain it is that 
more harm has been done this season 
than can be cured for a long time. It 
; is here whore an active agency would 
do most good, by receiving and treat- 
ing immigrants properly when they do 
arrire.

Editor Colonist. — Having arrived 
in "Victoria byway of Saaniah,and hav- 
ing an hour or so to spare, I don't 
think I can uso it to bettor purpose 
than by lotting tho public know, 
through your vahmblc pHi)or, how we 
on the East Coast nro served by tho 
steamer with our niailM, nicrclinudizo, 
&c. I am at prcHcnt a resident of 
Cuwichaii and live nbout sovon miles 
from ths steamboat lauding. 

I went down to tho steaiaboat land- 
ing on Tuesday tbo 2Gth ult. — our re- 
giilai;8teftmw..dayr-0iid along with a 
crowd more had to walk nwa} home 
again. There was uo steamur. . My 
travel out and in was 14 miles and 
a day'M work lost on my place, which 
I could ill spare at tho time, tho whole 
to bo reijeated the next day. 

I had'occasion to oall at 'the landing 
next Tuesday, which was the 2hd inst. 
No steamer! Callod the next day. INTo 
.stciuuer, aud oouscqucntly neither 
mail nor nicrchaudizo. One gentle- 
man liad a lot of hay for sliipmout 
wliich stood a fair chance of being 
destroyed, as it svas bei,'inniug to rain. 
Auotliorhad cattle wliich lie could no: 
keep from running all over tho country, 
while I, during these two weeks, hiul 
to travel 70 miles aud lose five days 
on my iilace, whereas, if tho steamer 
\uvl kept to lior regular days I would 
only have had 28 iiiiloa to travel and 
only have lost two days on my place. 
If this state of thingn cannot be mend- 
ed I think it will be better to have all 
my mail matter addressed to Victoria 
and travel oat about onopra month for 
it, I say travel, because T 'cannot' de- 
pend on tho steamboat.

Private lotter.s from Cape Coast de- 
scribe the state ofHiungs there as fear 
fill, A great deal ■ pf,>..sioknosa pro- 
vails, dysentery of a most malignant 
type being very. Tremondonsly hea- 
vy rains have fiillen at Gaj)Q Coast, ami, 
inooiisoipieuco of the continued down- 
pour, a very largo number of the na- 
tives' houses have fallen in. ^\'itilin 
less than a week over 100 persons have 
been killed by tho walls and roofs of 
houses falling in on tliem. The wret- 
ched inhabitants arc lying and living 
in the streets under blanket aud bits 
of canvas 8.tucfcoht!|stlok.3, The Spur 
Battery at Cape Coast Castlo fell in 
owing to tlio heavy rains, and the 
Smallpox Hospital, wliieli cotitaiucd 
li)4 putiouts, soon after gave way, 
leaving the . miserable patients with- 
out any protection from tho terrific 
rainfall. A i)rivate letter from Capo 
Const, written by a high official, says :— 

"Before tlio ariivul at the lioad- 
quarters of the 2il West Inilia Regi- 
ment we were packcil as close as her- 
rings in a barrel. Now I am at a loss 
for any illustr.-ition that would give an 
idea of our position." 

Irho uiodical staff are dreadfully 
overworked, iuid several of theta are 
oil [.\n: sick list. All llie Murines have 
been removed to Elinina, where Colon- 
el Festing is in command. Tho 2d 
West India llegiiuent occuiiy Cai)e 
Coast Castlc!. 

Tho Lord ClKiuccllor asked the 
Lord Licuteiiaut of Oxfordshire for an 
explanation of the magistrates' severi- 
ty' in tho Chipping Norton case, when 
sixteen women were sent to prison on 
a charge of deterring labourers from 
work.

Prince Ossoo Ausoll, an uncle to the 
Aahautee King, buteduoat id in Eng- 
land, has supplied the "Times" an ac- 
count of tho organiv.ation of the King's 
army. Tho present King is named 
Koffeo Calcalli, and is eighth of his 
dynasty, a liglit mini, scarcely darker 
than a Spaniard, aud of jome ability, 
but no eauo?»tion. He.can biing into 
the field about 100,000 men, command- 
ed usually by their own Princes, un- 
der a kind of feudal arrangement, hut 
he has trained generals also, who ac- 
company him in his battlo.H. His men 
are armed with long muskets, short 
carbines, and jiikea, are divided into 
regiments, and are Jfed datially by 
tho King, who has enormous wealth 
in the way of iirovisions. 

The lower House of Convocation ap 
pears to have passerl the following ad 
dition to the Burial Service. In the 
now proposed rubric it is i)rovided, "If 
the person to bo buried, having been 
baptised, have died in the actual com 
mission of fioiue open and notorious 
sin, it shall be lawful for the minister, 
when they come to the grave, to read 
only tiio 3Gth Psalm, a lesson taken 
from St. Matthew xxiv., 8.'j-4;5, and|the 
f(uir sentoncosappoiiiteil to be saiti wliilo 
the corp.se is made renily to be laid into 
the earth, concluding with ho words, 
'Lord have mercy,' &c., tho Lord's 
Prayer, and 'The grace of,' &lc., at tiie 
end of the Office." To this utterly il- 
liberal rubric, which deuif's even the 
ho[)c of salvation to tho sinner. Canon 
Seymour proposed to add after tho 
words, "open and notorious sin," 
"have, by his unchristian life, given 
great scandal to the Church," so us to 
enable any hot-brained parson to refuse 
to bury a Unitarian. There was fierce 
debate, but at last calmer counsels pre- 
vailed, and Dr. Tyndall may bo buried 
in hope of his repentance by fifteen or 
thirteen.
